"pronenees to wander" in love and devo- 
tion has been removed—the extraction of 
the carnal or fleshly mind that is said to 
be the inveterate and unconquerable foe 
of God. (Romans 8:7.) It is the experi- 
ence of an inward sense of cleanness be- 
fore God, in which the soul can sing 
truthfully:

At 
all events, it is well enough for Decatur 
to be on the ground and work early and 
late, and that is what the Deoatur dele- 
gation is doing. 


PEOBIA METHODS. 


A delegation of Decatur whist players 


were at Champaign 
Monday 
nigbt. 


While there the state fair location ques- 
tion was discussed and it leaked out that 
a Peoria sand-bagging emissary had been 
tbere within the past few daya making 
threats of a peculiar and somewhat ridic- 
ulous nature to secure Champaign influ- 
ence in favor of Peoria. Tbe gentleman 
in plain words said that if Champaign 
went baok on Peoria ana remained faith- 
ful to Deoatnr, then th« friends ot Peoria 
in the legislature would out down the 
appropriation for the Illinois University 
at Champaign. It is evident that Peons 
ia getting desperate. She has over- 
reached herself and has gone a little too 
far in making this threat. It is plain 
that the Peoria gentlemen have over" 
looked two important points in the ap- 
propriation question connected with the 
state fair fight. Senator Maneoke, of 
Maoon county, is in favor of Deoatnr, as 
the only and best point at whioh to lo- 
cate the state fair. He is chairman of the 
Senate committee on appropriations,

in fixing the appropriation for the 
University 
at 
Champaign, 
bnt for 


all other state institutions as well. And 
then, let it be remembered, Representa- 
tive MoEinley, of Edgar county, chair- 
man of the House committee on appro-, 
priations, is also a staunch supporter of 
Deoatur for the state fair location. And 
eo it is plain that Deoatur has by far the 
best end of the fight on the appropriation 
question if she wanted to adopt Peoria 
sand-bagging methods. There is no need 
of that—Deoatur stands on her merite> 
and will win friends and votes by making 
an honorable, open fight for the fair.

but three samples o! roasted whole coffee 
purchased by them p/oved to be mixed 
with imitation opffee.

Oloud formations and 
other storm indications Jshonld be pru- 
dently watched. 
Easterly to south- 


erly winds, sultry air, with low and fall- 
ing barometer, are certain harbingers of 
coming disturbances. After storms pass, 
winds continue from southerly points, 
look for a repetition of rain, wind and 
thunder, in cycles of twelve and twenty- 
four hours, until winds shift prematnrsly 
to westerly, and the barometer moves 
decidedly upward. d.bont the 25th and 
26th there will be another; rise in tem- 
perature, resulting in reactionary storms. 
The last days of May will be the center 
of a regular storm period which runs into 
the opening days of June. There will be 
a marked tendency to hard hail storms, 
to excessive and sadden changes from 
very warm to very cool, increasing the 
probabilities of frost after storms in all 
northerly regions. It will also be pro- 
dent to anticipate tornadoes—to watch 
closely all ominous storm clouds.

The Senatorial Apportionment 
The Democrats of the legislature, by 


and with the advice of the Democratic 
state central committee and other leading

PAIB COMMENTS.
